The Shanghai Public Security Bureau was maintaining the following records on 
foreigners in Shanghai as of late 1950s 

a. Records on Americans were marked with red® This meant they might be placed 
in a concentration camp at any time® 

b a Records on other foreigners were marked with yellow* This meant they were 
under surveillance** 

c« Records on Russian emigres were narked with white. 

In early 1951 the Shanghai dublic Security Bureau wr.c registering all residents 
of Shanghai in order to issue then residence certificates* People were required 
to submit personal photographs, and wore divided into the following categories: 

a* Ordinary po nilati n. 

b* Special population such as merchants and capitalists* 

c* "lack population such as former military and political officials under 
the rationalist regime,,
